Judge cites good 
point but won't 
buck the Army 


: 
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Montgomery stymied

A federal court, judge refused 
to issue a definitive ruling in the 
breach of contract suit brought 
by a former Pottstown man 
against the U.S. Army, The 
Mercury learned Sunday. 
Judge Lloyd Burke, in San 
Francisco, Calif., said Friday he 
had no jurisdiction in the case. 
Specialist 
Archibald 
Mon­ 
tgomery, the son of a former Hill 
School 
headmaster, 
and 
23 
soldiers, 
had 
filed 
the 
suit 
asking for their release because 


the Army had not delivered the 
training they were promised. 
According to Montgomery, the 
judge admitted the group had a 
valid case. He said, in his 
decision, “ Basically, I think you 
have a good point, but I don’t 
want to interfere with the Ar­ 
my." 
The judge Is a retired high- 
ranking U.S. Army officer. 
Montgomery, in a telephone 
interview 
Sunday 
from 
the 
Presidio of Monterey, Calif., 
where he is stationed, quoted 
Judge Burke as saying he had 


not read the soldiers' lawyer’s 
brief. 
The judge read a lengthy 
statement 
Montgomery 
said, 
with two basic reasons 
for 
throwing the case out. They 
were that the group of enlistees 
had not exhausted the Army’s 
administrative 
remedies 
for 
correcting their complaint of 
false promises, and the group 
was not a true class as defined 
for a class action suit. 
On the latter, Montgomery 
said the 
lawyer’s brief ad­ 
dressed itself to that question. 


The brief also included an Army 
sergeant major's statement that 
the men had tried every Army 
possibility for relief. 
The brief also cited numerous 
legal precedents pointing to the 
fault of the Army. 
The

“ m a d e 
no 
statement of law or reference of 
any source or precedent" to 
back up his ruling, Montgomery 
said. 
Montgomery filed the suit 
July 1 with 14 other soldiers who 
felt they were betrayed after

'Brink of war' 
North Korea charges U.S. show 
of military force is provocative 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
North Korea charged Sunday 
that President Ford, by ordering 
a show of military force in and 
around Korea after the deaths of 
two American army officers, 
had moved the situation “closer 
to the brink of war." 
The U.S. State Department 
said in Washington that a North 
Korean 
statement, 
delivered 
Saturday, was not “acceptable” 
as an explanation for the ax 
slayings of the officers on a tree- 
trimming 
expedition 
in 
the 
Demilitarized Zone on Wed­ 
nesday. 
The 151-mile-long DMZ bet­ 
ween North and South Korea 
was reported quiet. 
State Department spokesman 
John Ordway announced that 
the North Korean statement was 
made during a meeting of the 
military truce commission at 
Panmunjom on Saturday. He 
said It was delivered shortly 
after a United Nations Com­ 
mand work team cut down the 
disputed 
40-foot 
Normandy 
poplar in the joint security area. 
The tree had blockd the ob­ 
servation by U.S.-South Korean 
forces of North Korean guard 
posts across the DMZ. 
“We consider this a back­ 
handed acknowledgement that 
the North Koreans were wrong 
in the brutal act that they 
committed,” Ordway said. 
He added: “ We do not find this 
message to be acceptable since 
it 
does 
not 
acknowledge 
responsibility for the deliberate 
and premeditated murders of 
the two U.N. Command officers. 
“We’re very skeptical about 
this message. We do not intend 
to lower our guard any, nor fall 
for any propaganda ploys.” 
North 
Korean 
broadcasts 
monitored in Tokyo made no 
mention of the statement. In­ 
stead, they denounced Ford for 
the tree-felling and termed the 
dispatch of American military 
might to Korea provocative. 


There were reports in Seoul 
that a U.S. naval force, led by 
the aircraft carrier Midway, 
would arrive in Korean waters 
today. 
American and North Korean 
forces have been on alert since 
the U.S. officers were killed by 
ax-swinging 
North 
Korean 
guards in an argument over 
pruning the tree in the Pan­ 
munjom truce village.

posthumous awarding of Korean 
medals to the two slain officers, 
Maj.

A 
memorial service was held in a 
Seoul church in their honor. 


One broadcast from the North 
Korean capital of Pyongyang 
said, “ Ford the rascal made this 


decision after having a huddle 
with U.S

notorious troublem aker. 
“This 
clearly 
shows 
once 
again that the Ford clique is 
working around the clock to find 
a pretext for the provocation of a 
war and employing every means 
to realize its sinister aggressive 
aim,." 
It said the Midway and its 
escort force had “intruded into 
the sea east of our country” 
Sunday and North Korean forces 
were “ closely watching every 
move of the enemy." 
The U.S. Defense Department 
has stressed that the military 
moves, including the earlier 
reinforcement of jet 
fighter 
units in South Korea, did not 
foreshadow military retaliation 
but were aimed at discouraging 
North Korean military action.

million Catholics. 
He said he did not believe the 
abortion issue would become “ a 
confrontation" 
between 
the 
church hierarchy and Carter, 
but “ rather, I see a flow of 
dialog between them and other 
leaders of the Catholic com ­ 
m unity.” 
Carter has said he opposes 
abortion hut would1 not support 
an amendment outlawing it. 
“ I think abortion is wrong 
...The government ought to do 
everything possible to minimize 
abortion (but) ...1 do not favor 
passage 
of 
a 
constitutional 
amendment to prohibit abor­ 
tion,” he said during a primary 
c a m p a ig n 
a p p e a ra n ce 
in 
Washington earlier this year. 
Sundy said he agrees with 
Carter on the abortion issue. 
“ I 
personally

abortion, but I’m not sure that a 


constitutional amendment is the 
way to deal with it,” he said 
“ I'd 
like to talk 
with other 
Catholic leaders to see if there 
isn’t another way. 
“Carter

sure what his job as director of

Carter, 
but 1 know what his stands arc 
on the issues and I find that I 
ag ree with th em ,” he said. 
Sundy said he believes his post 
with the Catholic bishops m ade 
him attractive to Carter as a 
cam paign aide.

As we survey the most recent energy 
consumption 
figures 
published 
by 
the 
Federal Energy Administration, the thought 
occurs that the Organization of Oil Exporting 
Countries did not necessarily do the United 
States a favor when it lifted the petroleum 
em bargo early in 1974, 
In a nutshell, the FEA figures tell us that 
Am ericans are using more oil than ever and 
we also are becoming more dependent upon 
the Arabs because our own oil production is 
dropping. 
Less than three years ago most citizens of 
the United States believed that we had a 
reasonable chance to achieve energy in­ 
dependence by 
1990. 
Undoubtedly 
those 
estim ates were overoptimistic but at least 
they were indicative -of the 
enthusiasm, 
irritatio n 
and 
determ ination 
coursing 
through the nation. 
So far as energy is concerned we are in far 
worse shape today but we also have lost sight 
of our goals. The talk is not of energy con­ 
servation and development, but of breaking 
up efficient oil companies, reducing the 
profits 
of 
power 
companies 
inhibiting 
nuclear development and nickel and dime 
policing of the myriad regulations that 
developed after the oil embargo of 1973. 
And even the FEA itself, which was sup­ 
posed to be the spearpoint of the nation s 
m arch toward independence, tells us about 
our grim energy mentality. The FEA was 
supposed to self-destruct at the end of last 
June, its task accomplished. Instead, it has 
acquired a paralytic bureaucracy of 3.445 
persons which has no clear purposes and no 
comprehensive energy program as such to 
adm inister. The only reason that FEA may 
survive for another year or two is because 
Congress imposed price controls on oil 
through mid-1979 and somebody has to ad­ 
m inister 
them. 
T hat’s 
hardly 
an 
in­ 
dependence policy. 
Am ericans are consuming energy as if 
there is no tomorrow. There is, whether it s 
another embargo or just the end of cheap, 
readily accessible oil. Alaskan oil in 1977 will 
give us a boost, but only tem porarily. 
If the Arabs had not relented in 1974, the 
Alaskan oil would have tided us over until we 
could develop substitute energy sources. If 
our present attitudes don’t change, and there 
is no sign that they will, the Alaskan oil will 
be nothing more than another ¡indulgence in 
our excesses. And the charge for that 
eventually will be grand theft, heritage, from 
progeny.

The morning was dark and damp. Rain had 
fallen most of the night, half-filling the 
docked boats, now rocking gently 
on the 
calm lake. 
The weather paralleled my mood. It was 
the final day of vacation. The car 
and 
m em ories had to be packed. A 400-mile drive 
was waiting. 
It had been a good vacation. The bass 
fishing wasn’t as productive as other years 
(bass don’t bite when it’s too breezy, the old- 
tim ers said). 
But now it was time to go home, to say 
goodbye to Canada for another year. 
Travelers to different countries soon learn 
to live with an aggravating ritual called 
custom s checks. It’s something one is sub­ 
jected to coming and going. 
But this year security was especially tight. 
The Olympic Games were in progress and 
Canadian officials were examining everyone 
closely, hoping to prevent another tragedy 
which struck the 1972 gam es in Munich. 
Canadian papers praised the efforts of the 
border officials. One daily reported that 
seven suspected terrorists had been caught 
at the 
border during the two weeks the 
Olympic Games were held. Knives, swords, 
revolvers, shotguns and machine guns were 
confiscated. 
Every traveler was viewed with suspicion. 
Cam pers, trucks and cars were pulled over 
to the side, and occupants were ordered to 
unload their cargo. 
But I was fortunate. Although I had nothing 
to hide, the thought of unpacking and 
repacking 
a two-week supply of clothing, 
food, bedding and fishing equipment w asn’t 
the ideal way to initiate a vacation. 
I passed through without a hitch. 
The trip home, unfortunately, wasn’t as 
pleasant. 
A long line of assorted vehicles already 
was stacked up at the border when I arrived. 
So I played a waiting game, trying to figure 
out what other drivers were trying to 
smuggle home. I, myself had nothing to fear. 
All I had was a couple cases of Canadian ale 
and a few fish, which I was hoping wouldn’t 
thaw out. There was nothing to declare in this 
car. They’ll zip me right through. 
But what about the car next to us, the one 
with the 20-foot boat? I’ll bet that guy has 
enough undeclared booze hidden away to 
sink that battle ship he's towing. 
That guy in the 
yellow truck. Is that a 
shoulder holster bulging from beneath his 
sport coat? 
And how about those teen-agers in 
the 
van? I ’ll be they’re stopped. That seedy 
looking 
group probably 
has a 
load of 
m arijuana or heroin going back to the states. 
It’s probably stashed under the hubcaps. 
But I’ll never know. The three vehicles 
slipped past the inspection in less than a 
minute. 
It was my turn. 
The initial questions were expected. But 
then the interview became more probing. 
Several questions were repeated. I began to 
squirm . 
"A re you carrying any firearm s? Are you 
sure you have no guns? What do you have to 
declare? Are you sure it’s only two cases of 
beer? How about firearm s? W hat’s the 
am ount in gifts you’re taking hom e?" 
Finally I was ordered to drive off to 'the 
side. 
"But w hy?" 
No explanation was given. Another guard 
asked to see where the two cases of beer were 
kept. 
"They’re in the roof rack, way in the back. 
I’ll have to take everything out,” I pleaded. * 
I took everything out— suitcases, life 
jackets, fishing gear, laundry 
bags, etc. 
Finally, he seemed satisfied. He asked a few 
more questions, then returned my iden­ 
tification card, and bid me a "safe trip." 
"B ull," I mumbled, then quickly repacked 
the roof rack, hoping to get away before he 
decided he’d like me to strip the rest of the 
car. When I got home I realized one of the life 
jackets was missing, a victim of some sloppy 
repacking. 
The experience left me with questions. 
Why m e? (I was the only one pulled over in 
.he 25 m inutes I was detained). 
Was it a spot check? Did I look suspicious? 
Were they looking for another car which fit 
my description? Do most families of four 
sm uggle goods into the country? Did my kids 
look suspicious- my wife? 
I 4 Iso questioned how the official who or­ 
dered me to unpack got into his profession. I 
wondered if he liked his job.

The EPA issued on Sunday a 
n ew 
sta n d a rd 
to 
r e d u c e 
hydrocarbon evaporation from 
gasoline 
in 
a 
vehicle’s 
fuel 
system . 
The EPA said hydrocarbon 
m olecules 
escape 
in 
vapors 
from gas tanks and carburetors 
even 
when 
engines 
are 
not 
running. 
These escaping hydrocarbons, 
which amount to three million 
tons a year nationwide, combine 
with 
other 
pollutants 
and 
sunlight 
to 
form 
unhealthy 
sm og, the EPA said. 
EPA Administrator Russell E. 
Train 
said 
the

p o r ta n c e

A hidden 1976 cam paign issue 
which has em erged in private 
ta lk s 
I ’ve 
had 
w ith 
GOP 
p o l i c y m a k e r s 
d u r i n g 
Republican convention week has 
centered on how exaggerated 
th e unem ploym ent rates are — 
and how im portant it is for you, 
th e U.S. voter, to realize this is 
so and why. In brief: 


(1 ) The overall unem ploym ent 
ra te of 7.8 per cent obscures the 
fac t th at am ong w orkers who 
m a tte r most (m a le household 
h e a d s), 
the 
jobless 
rate 
is 
alread y down to 5.4 per cent and 
on the way to a minimum at 
w hich scarcities of m any types 
of skilled w orkers develop and 
lead to inflation-creating bot­ 
tlenecks. 
(2 ) The key factor swelling the 
jobless rate and keeping it so 
high even as the 1976 expansion 
Has progressed is the entrance 


of so m any women into the labor 
force 
in recent y ea rs. 
Since 
ma n y women are working for 
reaso n s other than economic 
necessity, their presence has 
overstated the unem ploym ent 
sta tistics and m ade the em ­ 
ploym ent picture ap p e a r much 
d a rk e r than it really is. A jobless 
w om an worker cannot be given 
the sam e weight in the economy 
as a jobless man and should not 
be sim ilarly counted. 


(3 ) Also distorting the pattern 
is the inclusion in the jobless 
to tals of so m any teenagers 
unqualified for the jobs they 
seek and yet legally entitled to 
( a nd 
dem anding) 
the 
sam e 
mi ni mum wage as adults. The 
jobless rate am ong those aged 16 
to 19 is a steep 18.4 p er cent, 
m ore than twice the overall 
ra te . 
(4 ) The counting of blacks in 


the sa m e way as the counting of 
w h ite 
unem ployed 
w o rk ers 
m ak es the overall ra te even 
m ore of a fiction. The jobless 
ra te am ong blacks and other 
m inorities 
is

(5 ) 
Still another group ob­ 
scu rin g the true p attern is the 
jobless w orker over 45. The U.S. 
governm ent has prohibited job 
discrim in atio n 
ag ain st 
these 
w orkers 
by 
law. 
It 
is 
the 
p reju d ice of private em ployers 
ag a in st the middle-aged to older 
w orker that has placed these 
^ A m e r i c a n s 
in 
t h e 
w o r s t 
unem ploym ent situation since 
the 
U.S. 
Labor 
D epartm ent 
began to collect statistics on 
them in 1948. Their plight is 
special. 
S ubm itted as evidence are 
th ese figures on the com position 


of the U.S. labor force in 1976 vs. 
1955, two decades ago: m en, up 
20 per cent; women, up 75 per 
cent; teenagers, up 100 per cent. 


A nother point m ade by the 
investm ent firm of E.W . Axe & 
Co. is th at, although the jobless 
ra te is so much higher now, a 
l a r g e r 
p e rc e n ta g e 
of

population was em ployed in 1975 
(55.3 per cent) than in 1965 ( 55 
per ce n t). "This fact is not

W e l l . . . I ’m sure no politician 
w ants my unsolicited advice on 
this, but I’ll volunteer an im ­ 
portant w arning: whoever tries

arg u m en t will be pulverized at 
the polls. And 1, in turn, now 
subm it som e vital statistics: 


* Most of the 35 million women 
in the U.S. labor force work for 
the sam e reasons men do, the 
Labor D epartm ent itself says. 
* Of the total, 7 million are 
single wom en w orkers holding 
jobs to support them selves or 
others; another 6.3 million are 
widowed, divorced or separated 
w o r k i n g 
f or 
c o m p e l l i n g 
econom ic reasons; another 3.7 
m illion are women w orkers with 


husbands 
earning 
less 
than 
$5,000 and an additional three 
million 
have 
husbands 
with 
incom es 
between 
$5,000 
and 
$7,000. T hese m ust work because 
of need. 
* Then there are one million 
wives with husbands not in the 
labor force and another 500,000, 
with unem ployed husbands, who 
are th eir fam ily’s “ sole sup­ 
p o rt.” 
* On top of all these figures is 
the clear evidence that the two- 
w orker fam ily has helped to 
cre ate and m aintain our nation’s 
superior standard of living, to 
educate so m any of A m erica’s 
children, to keep our economy 
functioning. 
The prejudice, the ignorance, 
the 
“ mal e 
ch au v in ism ” 
so 
apparent in this argum ent m ake 
m e 
shudder. 
I fear for the 
candidate who even tries it out 
on a m ixed audience this fall.

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Municipalities must follow federal rules to cash in on $4 billion 


WASHINGTON (A P) - States 
and 
local 
governm ents 
are 
looking forward to nearly $4 
billion in federal funds to create 
jobs, but in order to qualify the 
sta tes 
will 
have 
to 
accept 
federal standards for computing 
unemployment rates in all of the 
nation's 3,104 counties. 
The money will be available 
under 
the 
public 
works em­ 
ployment bill which was enacted 
by 
C ongress 
in 
Ju ly 
over 
President Ford ’s veto. About 
25,000 com m unities will qualify 
for 
some 
money 
under 
the 
program , officials say. 
Actual appropriation of the 
money by Congress hasn’t yet 
been voted, but Labor Depart­ 
ment officials say a final go- 
ahead for spending the money 
could com e by Sept. 15. 
About 
$2 
billion 
will 
be 
available 
to 
state 
and 
local 
governm ents for public works 
p ro jects that can be started in 00 
days, and another $1.25 billion 
will be available to maintain 
public services and prevent job 
layoffs in high unemployment 
areas. 
The $2 billion for public works 


would be provided for projects 
that 
could 
include 
schools, 
police and fire stations, health 
facilities, 
libraries, 
streets, 
m unicipal offices and water and 
sew er lines, as long as they 
could be started in 90 days. 
G rants could be for 100 per 
cent 
of 
costs. 
The 
program 
would expire Sept. 30, 1977. To 
qualify, 
a 
community 
would 
have 
to 
have 
unemployment 
exceeding a certain level for 
three months. 
About $700 million is set aside 
for 
waste 
water 
treatm en t 
p rojects. 
Supporters of the legislation 
predict it will create 200,000 new 
jo bs and protect another 90,000 
state and local government jobs. 


But officials said linking the 
money to unemployment rates 
calculated according to federal 
standards is likely to raise an 
outcry 
from 
state 
and 
local 
governm ents. 
The 
federal 
form ula 
for 
m easuring unemployment at the 
county level will be sim ilar to 
the 
sam e 
com plex 
70-step 
procedure that states have been 


required to use for state com ­ 
putations since 1972. 
The Labor Department hopes 
to begin notifying the states next 
week of the precise procedures 
to follow, Ziegler said, and he 
added it hopes to have statistics 
for most counties by Nov. 1. The 
com putations will need to be 
done monthly. 
In order to qualify for some 
existing federal Job program 
funds, 
states 
already 
must 
compute unemployment rates 
for themselves and for about 700 
counties and 725 cities and other 
local 
governm ent 
units 
a c ­ 
cording to the federal formula. 
However, Martin Ziegler, an 
official in the Labor Depart­ 
m e n t’s 
B u re a u 
of 
L a b o r 
Statistics, said state officials 
frequently complain that use of 
the federal formula often results 
in a lower unemployment rate 
than actually exists, sometimes 
much lower. 
While not denying that this 
occurs at times, Ziegler said the 
federal government must set 
criteria because states do not all 
m easure 
unem ploym ent 
the 
sam e way. 


For exam ple, he said, some 
states 
require 
considerably 
more previous work experience 
than 
others 
before 
counting 
somebody as eligible to receive 
unemployment benefits, which 
determ ines whether they are on 
state 
unemployment roles or 
not. 
A few states pay benefits to 
workers on strike, but most do 
not, he added. 
“ Most of the problems we 
have are a question of who is 
being counted as unemployed,” 
said Ziegler, who is chief of the 
division of local 
area 
unem­ 
ployment statistics at BLS. 
Another problem , he said in an 
interview , is that states and 
large 
local 
governments 
are 
often 
made 
unwitting 
com ­ 
p etitors 
sin ce 
th eir 
unem ­ 
ployment rates determ ine how 
much money they receive for 
various job program s. There is 
an obvious temptation for each 
of 
the 
cities 
and 
states 
to 
estim ate unemployment on the 
high side, he said. 
Unemployment compensation 
received by a jobless person is 
not linked to an area’s unem­ 


ployment rate, but funds for job 
training, 
creation 
of 
public 
service jobs and now the public 
works money will be. 
But 
Ziegler 
said 
that 
in 
determining how federal money 
is apportioned it is more im­ 
portant to know 
how 
unem­ 
ployment varies from place to 
place, rather than the specific 
rate in a particular spot. 
“ We have to know how much 
worse it is in Los Angeles than in 
Atlanta, for exam ple,” he said. 
An additional problem for the 
s ta te s 
is 
th a t 
the 
L abo r 
Department makes an annual 
revision in unemployment data 
at the national level, and then 
c o m p e ls 
s ta te s 
to 
m ake 
revisions at the state levels that 
conform to the national changes. 


T h e 
b a sic 
s ta te 
u n em ­ 
ployment data is determined 
from the numbers of Jobless 
p e rs o n s 
who 
q u a lify 
fo r 
unem ployment 
com pensation. 
But 
the federal 
government, 
using criteria obtained from its 
own 
national 
unemployment 
survey 
of 
47,000 
households, 
attem pts 
to 
standardize 
the 


local 
qualifications, 
without 
influencing who actually gets 
unemployment compensation. 
In addition, its formula adds 
additional unemployment, such 
as 
for persons whose 
unem­ 
ployment benefits are expired, 
and persons seeking jobs for the 
first 
tim e 
who 
have 
never 
qualified for jobless benefits. 
“ Our argument is that we 
don’t establish the concept of 
unemployment,” said Ziegler. 
“ But we believe that whatever 
standard is established, it has to 
be used throughout the United 
S tates.” 
Two problems are likely to 
arise with the requirement that 
o f fic ia l 
jo b le s s 
r a te s 
be 
prepared for all counties. One is 
that it adds to the workload of 
state officials and will put them 
on the spot with a county and 
local authorities who will be 
unhappy with the jobless rates 
they are given. 
A 
second 
problem 
is 
that 
money under the public works 
bill will be available to all but 
the tiniest cities and towns as 
well, a total of about 25,000 
communities, Ziegler said.

Former Brazilian president 
killed in automobile crash 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AP) — Juscelino Kubitschek de 
Oliveira, the Brazilian president 
who built this nation’s moder­ 
nistic inland capital of Brasilia, 
was killed in an automobile 
accident on the Rio-Sao Paulo 
highway Sunday night. 
Police confirmed the death of 
the former president and his 
personal chauffeur in the crash 
that occurred at 7:50 p.m. local 
time 103 miles from Rio near the 
city of Resende. 
Kubitschek was 73. 
He was president of Brazil 
from 1956 to 1961. During his 
administration, he brought to 
reality the longstanding dream 
of an inland Brazilian capital. 
He also carried out the mam­ 
moth construction of the 900- 
mile Brasilia-Belem highway 
that links the new capital to 
Belem at the mouth of the 
Amazon River and cuts through 
virgin Amazon jungle. 
Kubitschek was the author of 
Operation 
Pan 
America, 
an 
ambitious 
project 
for 
Latin 
American 
economic 
develop­ 
ment that later served as the 
basis for much of President 
John F. Kennedy’s Alliance for 
Progress. The alliance was a 
p r o g r a m 
of 
e c o n o m i c 
development for all of South 
America, 
combining 
private 
capital and foreign aid. 
K u b i t s c h e k ’s 
t e r m 
as 
president was marked by un­ 
precedented industrial growt.h 
but it also generated high rates 
of inflation only brought under 
control in the mid-1960s. 
Kubitschek was born Sept. 12, 
1902, in the Brazilian interior 
town 
of 
Diamantina 
— 
a 
diamond mining area during 
Portuguese colonial days. His 
father died when he was 3 years 
old, and he took the name of his

Czechoslovakia.

Set 600 miles inland from the 
coastal city and former capital 
of Rio de Janeiro, Brasilia was

Kubitschek made construction 
of the new city the trademark of 
his presidential administration. 
His critics called the project a 
waste of money. Others accused 
him of illegally using building 
funds but no charges 
were

cessor, Janio Quadros, resigned 
seven months later, leaving the 
presidency to Vice President 
Joao Goulart who was over­ 
thrown in 1964 by a military 
coup.

He met Chirac 
within hours of his return, but 
both men declined comment on 
their talk.

LONDON (AP) — An English 
nurse said Sunday she smuggled 
her 29-year-old son out of the 
French 
Foreign 
Legion

Corsica last week after being 
inspired by the Israeli raid on 
Entebbe Airport. 
Mrs. 
Sadie 
Galvin 
sipped 
champagne with her son Barry 
as they spoke of his escape 
across France hidden in a secret 
compartment of an old am­ 
bulance. The escape was carried 
out with the aid of Frank 
Whitley, 
a 
72-year-old 
ex- 
Legionnaire, 
who drove 
the 
ambulance 1,500 miles, she said. 
This is the story the Galvins 
told reporters: 
Two and a half years ago 
Barry left his home in Ad- 
dlcstone, 25 miles south of 
London, 
beause of 
“ family 
difficulties” and signed up for a 
five-year hitch in the Legion. 
He soon found that the rugged 
life was not for him. He ap­ 
pealed to his mother to help him 
escape from legion headquar­ 
ters in Corsica. One attempt last 
December was foiled and Barry 
ended up in the guardhouse. 
After his relei.se, he again 
appealed to his mother and she 
thought of the Israeli rescue 
mission in Uganda July 4 which 
saved the lives of more than 100 


hijack hostages. 
“They showed what action 
could do and I decided to just go 
in and get him out,” said Mrs. 
Galvin, 42. 
Whitley, who had successfully 
escaped from the Legion as a 
youth, heard about Galvin’s 
plight and volunteered his help. 
Whitley 
supplied 
the 
am­ 
bulance and he and Mrs. Galvin 
drove and then sailed to the 
island of Corsica, where they 
waited to meet the unhappy 
recruit. They met him in a bar 
last Wednesday and put him in a 
hidden 
compartment 
in 
the 
ambulance. 
They boarded a ferry for the 
13-hour trip to Nice. W’hitley 
then 
drove 
non-stop 
across 
France to Calais and embarked 
by ship to Dover. 
“I had to keep screaming at 
Frank and thumping him to 
keep him awake,” said Mrs. 
Galvin. “ We had to press on — 
Barry would not be safe until we 
were on British soil.” 
They arrived in England last 
Thursday. 
Customs 
officials 
discovered the youth in the 
ambulance and thought he was 
an 
illegal 
im migrant. 
But 
telephone checks with police in 
Galvin’s home town confirmed 
his story and he was allowed to

Betty Ford's sister-in-law gets 
relatively no aid for money woes 


LUDINGTON, Mich. (A P) — 
A white-haired widow- says she 
lost $60,000 in a legal battle with 
a utility company and she’s 
broke now. She says even action 
by her sister-in-law’s husband — 
President Ford — didn't help. 
Christie Bloomer. 59. said she 
spent all the money she had 
pursuing 
her 
claim 
that 
a 
Consumers Power Co. plant is 
responsible for erosion at her 
lakefront property. 
But the courts ruled against 
her, and when the utility was 
awarded $4,627 last March from 
Mrs. Bloomer, she had to sign 
over part of her property to pay 
it. 
Mrs. Bloomer married Robert 
Bloomer, brother of First Lady 
Betty Ford, in 1968. He died 
three years later. 
She said she has never met the 
President, but she has received 
many letters from members of 
the Ford family. Two of the Ford 
children, Steve and Susan, used 
to spend some vacation time at 
her summer home in Onekama, 
she said. 
“ Last summer, I wrote to 


Jerry Ford,” she said. “ Being a 
shirt tail relative, I did not know 
what else to do. He turned it over 
to his counsel, who got the 
Federal Power Commission to 
make an investigation.”

vestigators told her only that 
there were erosion problems 
caused by the power company’s 
hydroelectric 
plant on 
Lake 
Michigan and that the company 
was working to correct them. 
Mrs. 
Bloomer 
filed 
suit 
against the utility shortly after it 
opened its hydro plant in the 
Ludington area, where she used 
to operate a travel agency. 
She claimed she had more 
than $100,000 invested in her 
home and a gift shop located 
about 50 feet from the waterline. 
Seepage developed from the 
plant, she said, and she was 
forced to vacate her home in 
1972 when the shoreline eroded. 
She said a Consumers Power 
executive told her that her home 
might be unsafe because of the 
erosion. She said the executive, 
whom she did not name, later

statements but denied that the 
utility was to blame. 
The court ruled against her in 
her suit, and the utility then filed 
a countersuit to collect court 
costs from Mrs. Bloomer.

HONG KONG (U PI) — A 
second strong earthquake in Less 
than a week 
jolted heavily 
populated Szechuan province in 
central China Sunday, less than 
a month after the strongest 
quake in 12 years devastated 
northern China. 
Szechuan is one of China’s 
biggest provinces and its most 
populous with an estimated 77 
million of its more than 600 
million population. 
There 
was 
no 
immediate 
report, on the latest quake from 
Peking. 
According to seismologists in 
Hong Kong and Japan, the 
quake struck Szechuan province 
in central China around 6:54 
a.m. (5:54p.m. EDTSaturday). 
The 
intensity 
and 
exact 
location of the quake were not 
immediately 
pinpointed, 
but 
Japanese seismologists said it 
was a “considerably strong" 
one. 
Hong Kong seismologists said 
the quake was recorded about 
930 
miles 
northwest 
of the 
British colony, putting it in the 
general direction of Pingwu. 
Last Monday a quake which 


registered 6.9 on the open-ended 
Ri cht er .scale 
hit 
the 
SungpanPingwu area in nor­ 
thern Szechuan, according to the 
New China News Agency. NCNA 
said the quake caused only 
“ very slight" damage, however, 
because Chinese seismologists 
accurately predicted it. 
On July 28, an earthquake 
measuring 8.2 on the Richter 
scale hit northern China. The 
massive predawn quake, which 
also 
affected 
Peking 
and 
Tientsin, 
destroyed 
the 
in­ 
dustrial city of Tangshan, 100 
miles southeast of the Chinese 
capital. 
Chinese authorities mounted a 
m assive 
rescue 
and 
relief 
operation led by army troops 
and put the stricken area, in­ 
cluding Peking, on a weekslong 
quake alert. The alert led to the 
mass evacuation of dependents 
of American and other foreign 
diplom ats 
and 
of 
foreign 
students. 
There has been no official 
word from Peking on casualties 
in the July 28 quake but unof­ 
ficial estimates have ranged 
into the scores of thousands.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — You 
could call it the court of last 
resort, a remarkably effective 
one in this Public Relations age 
of

corner demonstrators who have 
tried all the usual channels and 
now have gone public, with their 
hand-made 
signs,

reporter — to strike and bring

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government has launched a new 
program aimed at preventing 
illness from spoilage of home 
canning products and injury 
from such hazards as exploding 
jars. 
The Consumer Product Safety 
Cm mission said it is reviewing 
the causes of such incidents and 
what role canning equipment 
plays. 
The 
program 
follows 
a 
preliminary analysis by 
the 
commission staff based on a 
July 26 agreement with the Food 
and Drug Administration to 
clarify 
the 
com m ission’s 
authority in this field. 
The commission preliminary 
staff analysis indicated that, 
although lid failures can lead to 
food 
spoilage, 
it is 
highly 
unlikely that deadly botulism 
could 
develop 
because 
the 
probability of botulin spores 
entering the jar is very low. 
The study said food con­ 
tamination from a lid failure is 
more 
likely to result from 
molds, yeasts and other air­ 
borne organisms, resulting in 
noticeable spoilage that would 
give 
reasonable 
warning 
to 
consumers that the food is unfit 
to eat. 
The commission said its data 
indicate that the most serious 
health risks are caused by 
improper preparation of the 
food during the canning process. 
It 
recommended 
that 
home 
canners 
follow 
canning 
in­ 
structions closely and use only 
lids, seals and jars manufac­ 
tured 
specifically for 
home 
canning. 
The commission said it will 
collect its own data and also will 
get data from the FDA and the 
Agriculture Department. 
Consideration is being given to 
issuing a specific rule requiring 
hom e 
canning 
equipm ent 
m an u factu rers 
to 
provide 
performance 
and 
safety 
in­ 
formation to consumers at the 
point of purchase.

anything. U.S. Officials said that 
the 
Department 
has 
made 
numerous representations to the 
Bulgarian embassy with 
no 
result. One official describes the 
Marevs as "an archly pical case 
of a Communist country keeping 
young children as hostages. It’s 
especially sad because this is 
the sort of thing that the Helsinki 
Agreement was supposed to 
end.” 
The 
Helsinki 
agreement, 
among other things, was sup­ 
posed to improve the human 


rights in the signatory nations 
and special emphasis was laid 
on the reunification of separated 
families. Bulgaria is a party to 
the agreement. 
With conventional diplomacy 
blocked, Marev took his case to 
the court of the last resort, the 
street corner. He says most 
passersby are kind, and: some 
even offer him money, which he 
refuses. Other people jeer and 
toot their automobile horns at 
him.

Rebuilding foot-worn paths, 
digging weeds grown wild for 
years and developing calluses 
on calluses is not considered the 
most enjoyable part of summer 
camp life. 
But for the youths attending 
the Hopewell Furnace Youth 
Conservation Corps Camp it has 
become a way of life these past 
few weeks. And most consider 
the rigorous manual labor fun. 
Working 
on 
conservation 
projects from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
five days a week, the youths are 
trying to restore the natural 
historic settings while main­ 
taining 
public 
trails 
at 
the 
national park. 
One 
p ro je c t 
consists 
of 
rebuilding the East Race, the 
original waterway leading to the 
massive iron furnace works of 
Hopewell Village, 
which has 
deteriorated 
over 
the 
years 
because of disuse. 
“We probably won’t finish the 
race this year,” Roger Lawn, 
cam p director said. "The heavy 
rains have limited the time we 
needed to finish the job." 
But many of the control paths 
used by rangers to patrol the 
national park will be cleared. 
And many of the areas corroded 
with erosion will be repaired for 


future park visitors' use. 
The youth conservation corps 
non-residential cam p is a novel 
4-week experiment, begun July 
26. All area youths between the 
ages of 15 and 18 were eligible 
for what Lawn described a "150 
per cent output of hard work” 
and a comprehensive study of 
conservation techniques. 


Sixteen youths, six of whom 
are girls, joined the camp and 
are now receiving $13.20 a day 
working with hand operated 
tools only, no power tools, and 
developing what one camper 
called a “respect for the land 
through 
the 
sw eat 
of 
our 
brows." 
Amy 
M iller, 
B irdsboro, 
doesn’t mind the calluses she’s 
obtained since starting the job. 
"We wear gloves whenever we 
work, but in handling certain 
tools you can’t help but develop 
som e blisters. 


“ I 
really 
don’t 
mind 
the 
calluses," she added. "They’re 
a sm all price to pay for the 
education I'm receiving.” 
Like many campers, the 17- 
year-old plans to broaden her 
re se a rc h 
in 
environm ental 
studies when she attends college 
next year. Chances are she’ll be 
ahead of her class because of the 
"first hand" knowledge she’s 


received at the camp. 
For hours the youths patiently 
work 
on 
erosion 
problem s 
building tiers of earth out of 
hard 
grounds 
and 
drilling 
wooden and steel poles into sides 
of hills. They work with two-men 
saws, 
drill 
planes, 
shovels, 
sledges and two-foot cutters 
trying to get nature back into 
shape. 


‘‘We 
have 
to 
prove 
to 
Washington 
the 
work 
we’ve 
ac c o m p lish e d 
w a rra n ts 
a 
similar program for next year," 
the 28-year-old director said. “If 
national park officials approve 
we may be able to extend the 
camp to eight weeks. We'll know 
by February," he added. 


Lawn, who also serves as a 
house parent for a Bowman- 
sville. Pa., youth hostile, said 
the camp is one of 300 sponsored 
by 
the 
park 
service. 
The 
national program is in its fifth 
year. 
“The ideal plan is to have a 
good cross section of kids from 
all backgrounds attending the 
cam p,” Lawn explained. “But 
there are certain questions — 
concerning family income, even 
sex — we’re not allowed to ask. ” 
Lawn 
is 
assisted 
by 
two 
projects work leaders, William 
Brooks, Stoney Creek Mills, and 


Elmer Dengler, Meeting House 
Lane, Oley. 
" It’s a two-way street as far 
as learning how to preserve the 
land," said Dengler. “Before 
tackling any job the whole group 
sizes up the problem, offers 
various solutions, and we pick 
the most practical." 


Dengler will be a senior at 
Penn State University this fall. 
He said the practical experience 
h e ’ s 
g a t h e r e d 
w a s 
“ im m easurable” for his studies 
in 
environm ental 
resource 
management. “We deal with the 
basics. How will water run down 
the side of a hill? What can we 
do to avert its course? 
“It’s amazing how, after only 
a short period in the field, we’re 
able to come up with sound 
answers that work,” he noted. 


With the sun beating down 
during the hottest period of the 
afternoons the cam pers work 
endlessly in long sleeve shirts 
and plastic safety helmets. 
" It’s really hard 
work 
L arry Leidy, Birdsboro said. 
“ My only complaint is that we 
get paid every two weeks. By the 
end of the first week all my 
funds are gone.” 
But budgeting money is one of 
the basics the camp doesn’t 
teach. Maybe next Year, 


Tours hospital during visit 


German doctor impressed with center

W elter, a University of Munich 
Hospital physician visiting the 
United States and Pottstown for 
the first time last week. 


“ In a local hospital in Ger­ 
many you wouldn’t find such 
operations.” said Welter. “The 
more difficult operations are 
only 
done 
in 
the 
university 
hospitals." 


Welter got a medical man’s 
tour of Pottstown 
Memorial 
Medical Center from Dr. John 
Maron, Spring City. 
Its appearance has little in 
common with the University of 
Munich Hospital, said Welt€*r. 


His hospital dates back to 1890. 


T h e 
j o u n g 
G e r m a n 
physician’s career goes back to 
1974, but in those two years he 
has joined the surgical team of 
the 
German 
professor 
who 
created the serum used by Dr. 
Christian Barnard in his second 
successful heart transplant. 


The serum, explained the 28- 
year-old Welter, in the right 
doses, stops the rejection of the 
foreign organ in the transplant 
patient’s body. 


The serum is used in a purely 
experim ental way In America, 
said Welter. 


“ We are not happy about the 
progress. Right now, it is not the 
best way, and we have to find a 
better way to use the serum ." 


He will listen to the professor’s 
report this 
week 
at an in­ 
ternational 
transplant 
con­ 
v e n tio n 
of 
su r g e o n s 
in 
Manhattan. 


Welter came to Pottstown 
through 
his 
friendship 
with 
Herbert 
Mack, 
president 
of 
Pottstow n 
Plating 
Co.

Germany two 
years ago to se¿ the family of an 
exchange student they spon­ 
sored, more than 20 years ago. 
Welter was the family's neigh­ 
bor and Mack said his daughter 
Nancy, has corresponded with 
the German doctor ever since. 


Welter joined the University 
of Munich medical staff last 
M!arch. He was practicing in his 
native Cologne when he heard of 


the 
anit-lym phatic 
serum 
discovery. 


“I went to the professor and I 
spoke with him of my last work 
in 
Cologne 
of 
experim ental 
surgery with the problem, of 
finding an anti-serum against 
cancer tumours." 


The professor was impressed. 


Factories in Germany are 
producing 
the 
experimental 
tranplant serum,, but its use is 
confined mainly to laboratory 
rats right now. 


Dr. Barnard was the first to 
use the serum, in a hum,an 'being 
in 1968. The serum is only used 
in heart and kidney transplants 
if the patient’s body shows signs 
of rejecting the organ, said 
Welter.

Greensburg (Pa.) High School. 
"I must have done something 
right." 
Andress 
starts 
preseason 
twoa-day drills Monday, still the 
No. 1 quarterback of a Penn 
State team expected to rank 
among 
the 
nation's 
top 
10, 
maybe even contend for the 
m y t h i c a l 
national 
ch am ­ 
pionship. 
“We 
were defense-oriented 
(last season)," Andress noted. 
“We did have the best place 
kicker in the country. Right now 
we don’t have a kicker, but even 
if one comes on the scene our 
offense will be different. We’ve 
got a lot of new things, more 
pass plays.” 
Coach Joe Paterno says An­ 
dress was a much-underrated 
player, who despite the critics, 
did a good job in 1975. 
In Andress’ defense, Paterno 
takes the blame for what the 
coach 
describes 
as 
a 
con­ 
servative approach to the of­ 
fense last season. He admits 
that he geared his thinking to the 
ability of kicker Chris Bahr. 
Andress is excited about the 
prospects of the 1976 Nittany 
Lions.

Sales of calculators to students adding up to big business

Millions of >arents getting 
ready to outfit the kids for fall 
are 
finding calculators right 
next to the crayons in the back- 
to-school section. Sales of the 
electronic devices are soaring 
as prices continue to drop. 
R.H. Bruskin Associates, a 
market research firm, said a 
nationwide sampling of almost 
2,000 persons showed more than 
43 per cent of all American 
homes 
have 
a 
pocket-type 
calculator. 
That’s the 
same 
percentage of homes that have a 
dog, according to the Bruskin 
survey. 
Bruskin also said ownership is 
greatest, in 
upper 
income 
groups. Over 70 per cent of 
homes with incomes of $20,000 
and up own a calculator. 
The 
growth 
in 
calculator 
ownership has been a mixed 
blessing 
for 
manufacturers, 
some of whom have been forced 
out of business or have found 
profits eroding as price com­ 
petition increased. 
Hewlett-Packard said Friday 
that third-quarter profits for all 
its operations were $18.5 million, 
down from $20.5 million last 
year. The profits drop came 
despite a sales increase — from 
just under $246 million in the 
third quarter last year to $277.5 
million this year.. 
“ For the third quarter as a 
whole, the pocket calculator 
business operated at a loss,” the 
company said. It also said in­ 
ternational orders were “ sub­ 
stantially below target.’’ 
R e ta ile r s 
have 
s ta rte d 
marketing the calculators as a 
back-to*school item. They are 
one of the few products that 
have decreased, 
rather than 
increased, in price.

have had them and we think 
they might work for a back-to- 
schoel push if we can promote 
them for $8 to $10.”

Pope Paul disturbed 
by women priests 
in Anglican faith 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
V a t i c a n 
n e w s p a p e r 
has 
published 
a 
letter exchange 
between Pope Paul VI and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury in 
which the Pope laments the 
trend toward women priests in 
the Anglican faith as an obstacle 
to unity between the churches. 
Archbishop Frederick Donald 
Coggan started the exchange 
with a letter dated July 9, 1075, 


in which he asks the Pope for his 
views on the movement within 
the Anglican church “toward 
the conviction that there are no 
fundam ental 
objections, 
in 
principle, to the priestly or­ 
dination of women." 
The 
archbishop 
expressed 
concern over whether such a 
trend would hinder progress 
toward unity between the two 
churches. 


The Pope responded with a 
letter dated Nov. 30, 1975, in 


which he stated the Roman 


Catholic position that “it is not 
admissible to ordain women to 
the priesthood for truly fun­ 
damental reasons.'1 He cited the 
example of Christ in choosing 
only men as apostles and the 
constant practice and teaching 
of the church. 


“ We 
must 
recognize 
with 
regret that the new road taken 
within the Anglican communion 
to 
admit 
women 
to 
th e 
ministerial priesthood cannot 
fail 
to 
introduce 
into 
this 
dialogue 
(between the chur­ 
ches) an element of serious 
difficulty which all those in­ 
volved in the dialogue must 
seriously take into account, ” the 
Pope wrote.

Drought forces institution of still water use rules 


LONDON (AP) — With Ihoir 
lands parched and reservoirs 
running dry, Britain and 
Belgium have announced stiff 
new measures in an effort to 
stop their citizens from wasting 
water in the midst of the worst 
drought in hundreds of years. 
The Belgian government 
announced it will impose jail 
terms and fines on those 


violating regulations prohibiting 
the watering of lawns, washing 
of autom obiles, filling of 
swimming pools and cleaning of 
sidewalks. Belgium: has had no 
substantial rain in eight months 
— its worst drought In a century. 
The fines range from the 
equivalent of $100 to $1 million, 
but a government spokesman 
said he doubts any court would 


impose the $1 million fine except 
for something extremely grave 
— important enough to threaten 
human life on a large scale. 
in Britain, water authorities 
have announced plans to cut 
water supplies to homes in 
Wales to keep factories running 
and to avoid a major economic 
crisis caused by Britain’s worst 
drought in 250 years. 


The W eather Bureau in 
I^ondon said rainfall in the 
southern half of Britain has been 
below normal for 15 months. 
Officials of the Thames Water 
Authority, which supplies most 
of London, said there is only 
enough water in the capital to 
last 50 days — half the normal 
supply. 
The Welsh Water Authority 


said that starting on Monday a 
million people in South Wales 
will have their water shut off for 
17 hours a day — extending by 
four hours a shut off period that 
has been in effect for nearly two 
weeks. 
"It seems that many people

Doctor disputes link between estrogen 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) —

co-worker’s 
conclusion 
that 
evidence indicates the drug may 
cause the disease. 
Dr. Laman Gray Sr. has kept 
tabs for 30 years on 1,891 women 
for whom he has prescribed the 
hormone. Those patients were 
used as subjects for the study 
which led to a report published 
this week in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 
In that report, Dr. 'Robert 
Hoover of the National Cancer 
In s titu te , 
one 
of 
G ra y’s 
colleagues in the project, wrote 
that “ menopausal estrogen use 
does not protect against breast 
cancer” but that there was “ a 
definite possibility” the drug 
may cause the disease after IS 
years* use. 
‘"We are not diametrically 
opposed, but he leaves the door' 
open that estrogen may cause 
cancer after 15 years’ use while 
I am. far more enthusiastic in 
believing that estrogen does not 
cause cancer of the breast,” 
said Gray, a gynecologist and 
professor of medicine at the 
University of 'Louisville. 
“ I ’m not a statistician, but the 
data do not indict estrogen as a 
cause of cancer, but only raise 
the .possibility. It means that 
further study is needed.” 
Estrogen, the report noted., is 
the 
fifth 
most 
commonly 
prescribed drug in. the country 
and is taken by 5 million to 8 
m illion 
middle-aged 
women.

Many recruits would rather retreat into the wild blue yonder 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) — 
An Air Force survey of new 
recruits 
shows 
many 
would 
rather duck into the clouds than 
face an enemy in the wild blue 
yonder 
Asked if, given a choice, they 
would evacuate a base under 
attack or stay and fight, 49 per 
cent, said they would battle It, 
out. But 23 per cent said flatly 
they would not and 28 per cent 
were not sure. 
And, said 37 per cent of the 


recruits surveyed at Lackland 
AFB here, they wouldn't have 
enlisted if the United States was 
at war. Lackland is the Air 
Force's depot for all recruits 
from across the nation. 
The findings are included in a 
survey 
of 
“ Basic 
Airmen’s 
Values 
and 
Perceptions 
of 
Society — 1.976,'' which was 
taken among 1,000 enlisted men 
and women. 
The bulk of the survey, con­ 
ducted earlier this year for the

("enter at Lackland AFB, sup­ 
ports the Air Force contention 
that today’s recruits are the best 
ever. 
However, the survey was not 
released to the public because, 
high officials said, they feared 
some of its findings would be 
""misconstrued.'* They did not. 
elaborate. The Associated Press 
obtained a copy of the survey. 
Maj. Gen. John P. Flynn, 
commander 
of the 
Military 


Training Center and a former 
prisoner of war in North Viet­ 
nam, told The AP the new 
recruits are "the highest quality 
generation we’ve seen in the 
service yet.’* 
Flynn said 
the evacuation 
question was immaterial for 
enlisted personnel because, “ if 
things were bad enough, they’d 
be ordered to evacuate."

Since Kleinbach took over as 
chairman, the county’s com­ 
mittee has raised its yearly 
contributions from $307 to the 
present total. All but five of the 
52 county clubs donated money 
in the 1975-76 fiscal year, topping 
the previous year’s total by 
almost $4,000. 
Pennsylvania Lions are ex­ 
ceeded in their contributions 
only by Michigan, the home 
state of the school. 
Kleinbach 
began his work

He has aided 33 blind perons in 
getting to the school, to even­ 
tually graduate with the Leader 
Dogs as guide and companion.

be “ substantial 
differences” between his own 
foreign policy and theirs. 
The candidate's views were 
contained in an interview in

G a., 
with 
P ie rre 
S alin g er 
for

F ren ch 
newspaper L’Express. 
Asked if the United States was 
becom ing 
iso la tio n ist 
or 
protectionist, Carter said this 
country should remain active in 
such international organizations 
as the United Nations, the NATO 
alliance and trade groups. 
He added, however, that there 
was now a great reluctance on 
the part of Americans to become 
involved 
militarily 
in 
other 
countries’ affairs. 
“ I would never again get 
miltarily involved in the internal 
affairs 
of

unless our own security was 
directly 
threatened,”

said. “ ...I don’t think that this is 
an isolationist attitude at all, I 
don’t think that that's what the 
American people want.” 
Carter said he deplored the 
rise of Communism and “ I don’t

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) -

Republican delegates on the 
final night of the GOP National 
Convention. "We concede not a 
single vote," 
Good campaign rhetoric, but 
unlikely strategy. 
Gone are the days when 
p r e sid e n tia l ca n d id a tes 
promised to campaign in every 
state — and did. In this first 
post-W atergate presidential 
cam paign, Ford and his 
Democratic challenger, Jimmy 
Carter, will have less than 125 
million each to spend. 
Four years ago, when there 
were no legal limits. Richard M. 
Nixon spent more than $60 
million. His Democratic rival, 
Sen. George McGovern spent 
more than $40 million. 
Ford might have stood before 
the delegates and said: "OK, 
folks, let’s not waste time and 
money trying to beat Jimmy 
Carter in the South. New York 
and Massachusetts are out of 
reach and Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey aren’t looking 
promising. We’ve put together a 
Middle America ticket and 
that’s where we can win this 
election." 
Those words weren’t in Ford's 
acceptance speech, but they 
were reflected in his decisions at 
the convention. 
Carter also is fond of telling 
people he isn’t conceding a 
single state. But he, too. can 
count electoral votes and 
campaign dollars. So, if you live 
in Topeka, Kan., the odds are 
pretty long that you’ll run into 
Jim m y Carter on Kansas 
Avenue this fall. 
Carter’s campaign staff is at 
work in Atlanta and Plains, Ga., 
making the final decisions that 
will shape the campaign that 
gets started officially on Labor 
Day. 
For weeks, Carter strategists 
have debated whether he should 
pass up the Labor Day rally in 
Detroit, where Democratic 
cand idates for president 
traditionally launch their 
campaigns. Carter is leaning 
toward opening his campaign at 
Warm Springs. Ga., where 
Franklin D. Roosevelt liked to 
vacation. 
It would provide a setting that 
would symbolize Carter’s view 
of his campaign as a rebuilding 
of the Roosevelt coalition — the 
South and the big cities of the 
North and upper Midwest. 
Current plans, according to 
sources in the Carter campaign 
organization, are for the can­ 
didate to spend 45 days on the 
road during September and 
October. He'll travel five days a 
week during September and 
then six as the campaign enters 
the final weeks before election 
day. 
F ord ’s ch ief cam paign 
planner, Stuart Spencer, flew to 
Washington from Kansas City 
and planned to spend the 
weekend concentrating on 
working out the details of the 
President's strategy. Spencer 
will fly to Vail, Colo., early this 
week for intensive strategy 
sessions with Ford and his 
running mate. Sen. Robert Dole 
of Kansas. 
The Ford camp must decide 
how to strike a balance between 
his position as President and 
role as candidate for election to 
the job. 
When Ford first began 
campaigning for election to the 
presidency in his own right, 
much was made of the fact that 
he'd never run for office outside 
of his Michigan congressional 
d istrict. M oreover* som e 
assessm ents of the Ford 
speaking style generally 
follow ed com edian Mark 
Russell's line: "Gerry Ford 
gave a fireside chat, and the fire 
went to sleep." 
Ford's flubbed speech lines 
and his head-bumping getting in 
and out of helicopters and air­ 
planes were cited as examples 
of why this nice guy with the 
bumbling manner would get cut 
up in a national campaign. 
Was that the same guy who 
wowed them at the Republican 
Convention Thursday night? 
Ford spoke forcefully and ef­ 
fectively. He was interrupted 63 
tim es by the applause and 
cheers of delegates who had 
arrived in Kaneas City pretty 
evenly divided in their loyalties 
betw een him and Ronald 
Reagan. 
There had been talk that Ford 
would stay in the White House 
for most of the campaign and 
choose a vice presidential 
candidate who was a dynamic, 
forceful stump speaker. That 
analysis was offered by those 
who argued that John B. Con- 
nally was a shoo-in for the vice 
presidential nomination 
* Instead, Ford chose Dole, 
whose reputation as a slashing 
partisan campaigner wasn’t 


reflected in the low-key ac­ 
ceptance speech he delivered to 
the convention. 
It looks more and more likely 
that Ford plans to do his own 
campaigning. 
But he can be expected to 
follow political tradition and 
leave the rough stuff to his 
running mate. So can Carter. 
Sen. Walter F. Móndale of 
Minnesota, the Democratic vice 
presidential nominee, already is 
trying to make an issue out of 
Ford’s pardon of Nixon, while 
Carter maintains he has no 
intention of raising it. 
On the other side, the personal 
attacks Carter has been saying 
he expects to be made against 
him are more likely to come 
from. Dole than Ford. 
Ford and Dole start the 
campaign as underdogs. 


‘We’ve all seen the polls and 
the pundits who say our party is 
dead,” Ford told the convention 
"I’ve heard that before. So did 
Harry Truman." 
Who’d have thought that 
Harry Truman, a partisan 
Democrat, would one day be a 
hero to Gerald Ford, who’s just 
as partisan a Republican. 
But there they are, Truman 
and Ford. Truman pulled off a 
historic political! upset when he 
beat Thomas E. Dewey in the 
1948 presidential election. Ford 
hopes to do the same this year. 
Truman campaigned against 
a 
R epublican controlled 
Congress. Ford campaigns 
against a Democratic Congress. 
Truman was a plain speaking 
mid westerner. So is Ford. 
But is Jimmy Carter another 
Thomas E. Dewey? 


Anyone, wanting to say Ford- 
Truman and Carter-Dewey are 
peas in a pod had better wait 
until the morning of Nov. 3, 
when the election results are in. 
As the underdog, Ford knows 
he must take the initiative. He 
did it in his acceptance speech 
when he challenged Carter to 
"debate the real issues face to 
face.” The President said, "The 
American people have the right 
to know, first-hand exactly 
where we both stand." 
Later, Dole issued a similar 
challenge to Móndale, and he 
accepted. 
But the Ford challenge caught 
Carter and his staff by surprise. 
The Carter people, sensitive, as 
only campaign staffs can be, to 
every nuance of every word said 
or written about their candidate, 
objected to references to his 


response as an acceptance of 
Ford’s challenge. 
They said Carter had been 
ready to issue a similar 
challenge to Ford on Friday 
morning So when Carter agreed 
within minutes of the end of 
Ford’s acceptance speech to 
debate with the President, 
members of Carter's staff 
claimed their man wasn’t ac­ 
cepting Ford’s challenge, but 
that lie really was issuing a 
counter-challenge of his own. 
Such are the cosmic issues 
that can excite campaign 
managers. 
But debate they will. Any in 
his challenge, Ford emphasized 
a theme Carter’s Democratic 
opponents used and that the 
Republicans have picked up: the 
accusation that the former 
Georgia governor is vague on 


issues, that no one knows where 
he stands. I 
Another major issue which 
Republicans hammered at 
throughout their convention was 
the Democratic Party platform, 
a document nearly every GDP 
speaker described as a 
prescription for bankruptcy 
with a price tag of $200 billion. 
And, of c o u r s e , the 
Democrats, in turn, can make 
much of the GOP platform, 
which includes an implied in­ 
dictment of Ford’s foreign 
policy. 
But party platforms are never 
best-sellers. It's doubtful that 
either Gerald Ford or Jimmy 
Carter keeps one on his coffee 
table. The value of platforms as 
poltical targets for the duration 
of an entire campaign is 
questionable.

Georgia Gov. Lester Maddox 
hopes to gain a conservative 
th ird 
p a rty 
p re s id e n tia l 
nomination this week but says 
he can win the presidency only if

Maddox,

governor, 
planned a formal announcement 
of his candidacy in Washington 
Monday. 
More than 800 conservatives 


are expected in Chicago later 
this week to choose a stan- 
dardbearer for a coalition of 
groups, including the American 
Independent,

dependence, and Constitution 
parties. 
“ I said the last couple of years 
I would not be interested in 
campaigning for anything, and I 
never imagined I would be a 
candidate for anything at the 
national level,’“ Maddox said in 
an interview at his suburban 


Atlanta restaurant.

justification that I would have is 
that George Wallace ceased to 
be a candidate.’"" 
Maddox was catapulted to 
national fame 10 years ago when 
he handed out pick handles to 
customers of his old “Ptckrick"

pistol. 
Sympathetic mail poured in 
from true-believers across the 


nation and Maddox, the son of a 
steel worker, kept the nanea on 
file as a contribution list when 
he ran for governor — defeating 
C arter— In 1806, 
Maddox and Carter became 
arch-enemies after Carter was 
elected governor in 1970 and 
Maddox, lieutenant governor.

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DETROIT (UPI) — Arrests 
under the city’s new curfew to 
cut down youth gang violence 
rose Sunday to more than 130 for 
three nights, but the apparent 
success of the tough program 
was offset by questions about its 
constitutionality. 
Police said 44 youths under 18 
years of age were picked up late 
Saturday and early Sunday for 
violating the 10 p.m. curfew, 
which was imposed after a 
serious disturbance at a Cobo 
Hall Rock Concert a week ago. 


But at least one traffic court 
judge refused to arraign 17year- 
olds arrested after hours, saying 
he wasn’t sure exactly what the 
city’s new law said. 


Officers, however, generally 
welcomed 
their 
additional 
authority and the help from 
scores of tactical squad mem­ 
bers assigned exclusively to 
react to 
any 
trouble from 
teenagers. Youth gang violence 
has plagued the city all summer. 


"We have more power to 
curtail trouble,,”' said one officer 
in a downtown precinct. “It 
means more work for us, and 
men have to be set aside for a 
specific duty. 
“ But it definitely has a chance 
to make the city at least 
liveable. If you can’t even come 
outside or walk the streets, 
something’s got to be done.” 


Traffic Court Judge William 
Hague, 
however, refused to 
arraign 
offenders 
brought 
before him because of legal 
questions about the ordinance 
enacted, last week and tightened 
Friday. 
“I’m not sure what the law 
says,” said Hague, who also has 
battled police over their cam­ 
paign against men soliciting 
prostitutes. “Until I’m sure. 1 
ha v e 
a d j o u r n e d 
ev e r y 
arraignment on cases involving 
this law.” 
Several members of the police 
c o m m i s s i o n

loiter-in promised participants 
would “have a bail” if they 
dressed to walk the streets. 
But thousands of men, women 
and children turned out for the 
street party Saturday night and

police vice squad members, into 
the background of the carnival 
atmosphere.

went out to talk to a trick and 
almost got run down. 
“ Man, the tourists are out 
tonight. They’re bringing their 
dogs. They’re bringing their 
children. And I think they all 
have 
cam eras. 
Everybody 
wants a picture of a real live 
whore.” 
The loiter-in was called to 
protest a city ordinance passed 
last month designed to make 
p r o s titu te s 
m ore 
e a s ily 
a r r e s t e d . 
N e i g h b o r h o o d 
residents said the streetwalkers 
had moved in in such numbers 
that they could not sleep at night 
because of increased traffic and 
trespassing. ^ 
The ordinance makes illegal 
the act of loitering in a public 
place and manifesting an in­ 
tention to commit prostitution 
by waving, gesturing, calling 
out to a passerby and the like. 
Vice squad officers began en­ 
forcing the law early this week. 
The largest fine under the new 
law is $202.50. 


“We feel the law has given the 
police gestapo type techniques,”

“We have to show opposition to 
the law for the safety of all —- the 
prostitutes

MOSQUITOES’ ENEMY 
BELTSVILLE, Md. (AP) — A 
Department of Agriculture 
scientist says that a tiny 
parasite, a nematode called 
“ Reesimermis Nielsen i,” is the 
deadly enemy of many kinds of 
mosquitoes, including those that 
carry encephalitis and malaria. 
Dr. William Nickle has been 
raising the nematodes in 
enormous quantities in his 
laboratory at the Agricultural 
Research Center here and 
watching them go to work on 
hundreds of thousands of 
mosquito larvae. 
The parasite, a worm-like 
creature a fraction of an inch 
long, swims on the top of water 
where the mosquito larvae are 
growing. Once the parasite 
touches a larva it emits a glue 
that sticks to the larva. 
Then, Dr. Nickle says, the 
nematode bites a hole in the 
larva and crawls inside it. The 
glue hardens and seals the hole. 
Inside, the nematodes thrive 
on the larva in typical parasitic 
fashion.

Some youngsters want to be 
farm ers and raise "corn trees” 
or “ radish trees.”

Dr. Rhodes Boyson, a Con­ 
s e r v a t i v e 
m e m b e r

P a rlia m e n t, 
described 
the 
downfall of British education at 
a 
r e c e n t 
c o n fe re n c e 
in 
Washington sponsored by the 
Heritage 
Foundation, 
a 
con­ 
servative public policy research 
group. 
Boy son’s report was shocking 
and 
all the more disturbing 
because the education establish­ 
ment in the United States Is 
working feverishly to expand 
the 
recent 
renaissance 
of 
progressive education here. 
Boyson is a 
former head­ 
m aster of a boys’ secondary 
school in a poor workingman’s 
section of Lancaster.

prominent among educationists 
who oppose collectivism.

Let's reminisce 
about school days

Had anyone advocated per­ 
missiveness for schoolchildren 
60 years ago he would have been 
rgarded as a rather dangerous 
lunatic. 
At that time people felt that 
teachers, who had maybe been 
around for 30 years or more, 
were likely to know more than 
their pupils did. So it was that in 
those days It was the teachers 
who decided what, when and 
how you studied. 
Also, they made rules. 
U nless 
the 
w eather 
was 
unusually 
bad, 
the 
children 
played outside until the bell rang 
at 9 o’clock, when they formed 
into two lines, the boys in one 
line and the girls in the other, 
and marched in more or less 
orderly 
procession 
to 
their 
respective rooms. 
Desks and seats were nailed to 
the floor in straight rows and 
you had your ow'n desk and 
th at’s where you sat. Usually, if 
there was a girl in the front seat, 
there would be a boy in the 
second, a girl in the third, and so 
on. 
This minimized the chances of 
whispering, which was against 
the rule, for in those days boys 
and girls had very little to 
whisper to each other about. 
Boys were objects of scorn so 
far as girls were concerned, and 
the boys considered the girls to 
be sillies. 
Consequently 
there 
was 
a 
perpetual 
feud 
between 
the 
sexes, which helped to make life 
interesting. 
However, 
there 
was 
one 
disadvantage to this alternate 
arrangem ent. 
In 
those 
days 
most girls wore their hair in long 
braids or curls. This offered an 
irresistible temptation to the 
boy sitting in back of you to dip 
the end of a braid or curl into his 
inkwell, and then let it drop back 
against your w aist. 
Since most ink was indelible 
then, this could create some 
interesting 
patterns on 
your 
dresses which you were doomed 
to wear as long as the dress 
lasted. 
If you wanted to leave your 
seat for any reason —and there 
were mighty few legitimate ones 
for doing so —you raised your 
hand, and when the teacher 
said, “ Yes, Gladys. What is it?” 


you stood up beside your desk 
and stated your case. 
Maybe the teacher granted 
your request and maybe she 
didn't, but in either case her 
decision was final and you knew 
it. 
T here 
w ere 
usually 
two 
classes in each room, known 
respectively as the “ A” class 
and 
the 
“ B” 
class. 
This 
designation 
had 
absolutely 
nothing to do with ability. It 
simply indicated whether you 
entered school in September or 
February. 
The usual procedure was for 
one class to recite while the 
other class studied their next 
lesson and somehow the two 
never seemed to interfere with 
each other. 
If you 
were studying you 
simply shut out the activities of 
the class which was reciting. It 
w asn’t your affair, anyway. 
For when the teacher said, 
“ The A class will now study 
their spelling lesson,” you took 
out 
your 
spelling 
book 
and 
studied the lesson for that day— 
that is, you did if you were wise. 
For when your class was called 
out and you had to put your 
speller away and write or spell 
aloud the words of your lesson, 
you’d better be able to do them 
all 
correctly. 
Otherwise 
you 
stayed after school and wrote 
the misspelled words on the 
blackboard 50 tim es. 
This made you late getting 
home 
from 
school —mother 
knew exactly how many blocks 
you had to walk and just how 
long it took you to do it—and 
w hen you had to explain that you 
were late because you didn't 
know your spelling lesson and 
had to stay after school, the 
consequences were quite likely 
to be unpleasant. 
About the lightest punishment 
you could expect would be to 
write the misspelled words 50 
more tim es to prove to your 
parents that you knew them, and 
then go through your spelling 
lesson at home every night for a 
week or so to be sure you 
w eren’t backsliding. 
As a result, you probably 
learned spelling, but along with 
it you learned early in life that 
the law of cause and effect 
o p erated 
re len tlessly , 
and 
consequences were something 
that couldn't be easily avoided. 
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Boyson said police report an 
alarm ing increase in shoplifting 
and 
breaking 
into cars and 
homes by youth during school 
hours. He said the government’s 
inability to enforce the higher 
school-leaving age, “ is creating 
a new subcriminal class worthy 
of the pen of Dickens and who 
will continue to live that way.” 
In 
1970, 
Boyson 
said, 
10 
teachers 
were 
attacked 
in 
London schools and, in 1974, 600 
instructors 
were 
assaulted. 
R ev erse 
d iscrim in atio n 
is 
creating additional problems. 
Boyson called 
it 
“ the 
most 
dangerous thing that has hap­ 
pened since Adam and Eve and 
it will destroy our schools bit by 
b it.” 
All this is occurring at a time 
when pupil-teacher ratios are 
the lowest in British history. 
“ Standards are low in teachers’ 
colleges and the lowest caliber 
of all professions is in teaching. 
They have new schools and 
more 
equipment 
than 
ever. 
There is a decline in the sense of 
purpose, in ordered authority 
and 
reaso n ab le 
stru c tu re . 
Teachers are not there to teach, 
but to brainwash. There are 
near-Trotskyites in the schools 
teaching the means of over­ 
throwing liberal society,” he 
said. 
Boyson 
expects 
that 
his 
recommendations for education 
reform will become part of the 
Conservative 
Party platform, 
H e 
o p p o se s 
c o m p u ls o ry 
education, but if it is to remain, 
he 
believes 
some 
type 
of 
national curriculum standards 
should be enforced that would 
guarantee pupils a minimum 
education. 
Basic curricula might include 
reading, 
writing, 
arithm etic, 
history, geography and science, 
with annual examinations on 
minimum requirem ents. 
Boyson also supports a type of 
reverse income tax or a system 
of cash vouchers for educational 
serv ices 
providing 
p arents 
money to send their children to 
the school of their choice.

Copley News Service 
If you think that continuing 
your education at least through

school

better still 
through junior college or college

think again. 


A good education makes a lot 
of sense, as well as dollars and 
cents. 
As one educator said, “ Money 
talks. It’s the only conversation 
worth listening to when you’re 
out of work.” 
With much less humor and 
more fact, the U.S. Office of 
Education underlines the vital 
role of education as a money 
earner with these figures: 
D uring 
his 
lifetim e 
the 
average college graduate can 
expect 
an 
income 
of about 
$560.000. 
This is $200,000 high school 
graduate can earn and nearly 
$300,000 
more 
than 
the 
an­ 
ticipated income of a student 
who dropped out of school after 
completing the eighth grade. 
(These 
dollar 
figures 
are 
updated 
periodically 
and 
in­ 
crease as salaries and wages 
m ount. 
H ow ever, 
the 
per­ 
centages rem ain nearly intact 
year after year, the Office of 
Education say s,) 
The U.S. Departm ent of Labor 
points out in a report entitled “ A 
Dollar and Sense Evaluation’’ of 
education’s worth that “ with 
each passing year, education 
has become more highly valued 
in the determ ination of man's 
actual or potential contribution 
to society.” 
C o m m e n t i n g 
on 
t h e 
relationship between education 
and income, the report says: 
“ Graduation pays a special 
dividend in lifetime earnings. 
The worker who has one to three 
years of high school could ex­ 
pect to earn only $40,000 more 
than 
the 
w orker 
with 
an 
elem entary education. 
“ But the high school graduate 


could look forward to a $100,000 
income 
advantage 
over 
his 
elem entary school counterpart. 
“ A similar parallel exists in 
the college level.” 
Although the graduation year 
may seem 
like just another 
academic year to most students, 
employers put a great deal of 
emphasis on it. 
One employer, quoted by the 
Labor Department report, sums 
up the general feeling of em­ 
ployers : 
“ In some fields, such as law 
a n d 
som e 
of 
th e 
o th e r 
professions, the final year of 
schooling either is required by 
law or is so vital that we 
wouldn't 
think 
of 
hiring 
a 
professional without it. 
“ Where the connection bet­ 
ween education and contribution 
is less clear—as in the case of a 
liberal arts graduate—I suppose 
it is true that a graduation 
requirement is more a con­ 
venient 
cutoff point 
than 
a 
productivity factor. 
“ O ther 
em p lo y e rs 
seek 
graduates and we follow the 
pack. But at least we know that 
the graduate has met certain 
minimum academic standards. 
“ With the dropout, we are 
u n s u r e — u n s u r e 
o f 
hi s 
capabilities, unsure of his ability 
to see a job through, unsure of 
the breadth of his education. 
“ So long as the supply of 


graduates is sufficient, it is just 
not feasible to consider each 
a p p lic a n t 
pn 
his 
m e rits, 
especially since this procedure 
requires qualitative judgments 
that we like to avoid wherever 
possible. 
“ Admittedly, we pass over 
some 
very 
capable 
workers 
who, through no fault of their 
own, were unable to finish their 
education,” notes the employer 
in

re p o rt. 
“ But 
the 
economics of employe selection 
do not usually w arrant efforts on 
b e h a l f 
of 
e x c e p t i o n a l 
situations.”

Study shows 


Junior high credit union

Once a week, a classroom at 
Dana School, Hawthorne, Calif., 
becomes a hubbub of banking 
activity. 
At 3:05 p.m ., when the day’s 
final bell rings, students put 
aside their notebooks and begin 
work as tellers andookkeepers. 
Soon, two or three youngsters 
leave the stream of noisy, home- 
bound students in the hallway 
and enter the classroom. 
Hands dig deep into pockets 
and pull out crumpled bills. The 
money is handed over to student 
tellers who note the amount in a 
passbook. 
The young depositors, all in 
the seventh and eighth grades, 
aren’t worried about the safety 
of their savings. 
Their money is going into the 
first junior high school credit 
union 
in 
the United 
States. 
D eposits 
in 
the 
W iseburn 
Student Credit Union are in­ 
sured for a maximum of $40,000. 
Totally student-operated, the 
credit union has its own officers, 
board of directors and super­ 
visory committee. 
The students work under the 
guidance 
of 
the 
W iseburn 
Federal 
Credit 
Union 
and 
faculty advisers. 
Ray Clark, a faculty adviser 
and assistant treasurer of the 
parent credit union, says it took 
more than two years of work to 
get the students’ credit union 
started.

month analysis of standardized 
testing to find out what im­ 
plications the scores have for 


future education policy shaping. 
The study was supported by a 
Ford Foundation grant through 
CEMREL, Inc., a St. Louis- 
b ased 
nonprofit 
educatio n 
laboratory. 
The researchers rule out some 
previously suggested causes for 
a learning decline and focus on 
factors they believe are most 
likely responsible. 


They claim the 10-year drop in 
standardized 
test 
scores 
ac­ 
curately measures a reduction 
in student achievement. 
The slide in test scores, more 
dram atic in recent years, im­ 
pacts nearly all subject areas. It 


is national in scope, they report, 
and it occurs at all levels of 
study 
from 
the 
fifth

Copley News Service 
Twenty years ago the cry went 
out

college 
graduates. 
Em ployers were reluctant to 
take applications from nongrads 
or to interview them for jobs. 


' “ Get a diploma 
and your 
chances of landing a job are 100 
per cent better,” said education 
counselors, 
and 
businessmen 
agreed. The current joke was 
that you couldn’t even pump gas 
without a sheepskin of some 
kind. 
Today the shoe is on the other 
foot, the worm has turned and so 
have the arguments in favor of a 
diploma at all costs. 
First of all, the expense of a 


formal higher education 
has 
more than doubled in the last 
two decades. 
Moreover, the schools are so 
crowded that competition is stiff 
in the scram ble for degrees in 
such professions as medicine 
and the law. 
Only the straight-A students 
need apply. The word is out on 
most 
cam puses: 
forget 
the 
professions if you have a B 
average, once considered quite 
respectable. 


Even those who earn diplomas 
these days in the professions, 
m a r k e t i n g , 
b u s i n e s s 
a d­ 
m inistration — and especially 
the liberal arts — are equipped 


only with job-hunting licenses in 
most cases, educators adm it. 
Even 
young 
doctors 
and 
lawyers fresh out of school often 
are having trouble setting up 
profitable practices unless they 
are 
fortunate enough 
to 
be 
acquired by an established firm. 
This 
situ atio n 
has 
been 
developing 
grad u ally

several years. 
As it snowballed, so did the 
num ber of undergraduate and 
adult education classes, along 
with trade schools, all designed 
to teach both the young and old a 
useful trade. 
Today an army of bricklayers,

mission, meanwhile, has a word 
of warning for students who 
elect to leave college or skip it 
altogether to seek a trade in a 
vocational school. 
Some, the FTC cautions, are 
using high-pressure and hard­ 
sell tactics to lure students into 
such jobs as dental assistants, 
disc 
jockeys 
and 
com puter 
p r o g r a m m e r s . 
O ften 
their 
credentials aren’t acceptable by 
potential employers. 
The commission tries to run 
these schools out of business, but 
they 
are 
spread

widely 
geographically that the agency 
lacks the funds to investigate all 
of those about which students 
complain.

FTC suggests that

local Better Business Bureau 
before enrolling.

Monroe memories 


Marilyn's first husband tells his story

He doesn't look like Marilyn Monroe's type of 
man. 
He looks a lot more like an Irish cop — which 
he was. until two years ano, when he retired 
after 25 years on the Los Angeles Police 
Department. 
Yet on June 19. 1942. he m arried Norma Jean 
Morten son who was later to become Marilyn 
Monroe — movie star and sex symbol to the 
nation and the world. 
Jam es E. Dougherty had just turned 21 and his 
bride was 16. 
Now at 55 — Norma Jean-M arilyn would have 
been 50 this year — Dougherty has written a book 
detailing his memories of their marriage. 
Dougherty said he wrote the book “The Secret 
Happiness of Marilyn Monroe,” Playboy Press) 
to defend himself against the bad things said 
about him by other authors in books discussing 
Marilyn Monroe’s life. 
In reference to books written about her by Ben 
Hecht and Norman Mailer, Dougherty labeled as 
“ garbage” references to her life with him as 
extremely dull or like living in a zoo. 
Instead, he recalls their tim e together as 
happy and fun. And he speculates that if it hadn't 
been for the war and their separation because of 
it, he and Norma Jean might still be happily 
m arried and retired together in Mohave Valley, 
Ariz.. where he now makes his home 
It was while he was at sea with the merchant 


m arine that she gave up her job on a factory 
assembly line, began modeling and set her sights 
on an acting career. Dougherty said in an in­ 
terview. 
From modeling. Norma Jean moved on to the 
starlet circuit — and the rest is history. 
As her drive for success grew. Dougherty said, 
there was no longer room in her life for 
m arriage. The relationship crum bled, ending in 
divorce in September, 1946. 
Theirs 
was 
a 
m arriage of convenience, 
arranged by Dougherty’s mother and Norma 
Je an ’s foster mother. But Dougherty said loving 
his young bride was easy. 
“ She was very warm, very sincere and very 
lovable. 
Physically, 
she 
was 
com pletely 
beautiful. She was very naive. 
“And because she had been bounced from 
foster home to foster home and had lived in an 
orphanage, she loved affection. She could not 
stand rejection in any form. She was always 
eager to please. 
“She was a doll. A living doll and a lot of fun. 
“ When I was in the merchant m arine and we 
were living at Catalina, we had really great 
times. I made $78 a month. We paid our rent, 
bought our food at the com missary. We didn’t 
have a lot. But we had fun,” 
After that year when he began getting 
assignments to sea duty, Dougherty said their 
life together was never the same. 
For many years after their divorce and his 
rem arriage, Dougherty said very little in public 


about his early years with the famous film star. 
His silence was prompted by deference to his 
second wife and her wishes that their children 
not be exposed to the glare of public attention 
surrounding the former Mrs. Dougherty. 


it was only after that 20-year m arriage had 
ended and Dougherty had rem arried and retired 
that he decided to tell his version of Marilyn 
Monroe's early life. 


He writes and speaks of his first wife with 
affection and sometimes sadness. Although he 
expresses sorrow for the unhappiness in her life 
and her prem ature death in 1962 at the age of 36, 
he says he never really knew the woman known 
as Marilyn Monroe. 


He speculates about the inner conflicts that 
may have caused her unhappiness and depen­ 
dence on pills, which eventually resulted in her 
death. 


“ Norm a 
Jean 
had 
a 
strong 
religious 
background and old-fashioned values. The life 
she was living as Marilyn didn’t mix with those. 
It must have been very hard for her to live with 
the difference. And she couldn’t stand rejection 
or anything she interpreted as rejection. She 
must have been hurt very much by the criticism 
and competition. She was so naive that I’m sure 
she believed that once she was at the top and had 
become a star, everyone would be her friend and 
that no one would try to shoot her down.”

JOHNNY MATHIS

JOHNNY MATHIS: The fans are always right

HOLLYWOOD — Johnny Mathis sings 
the songs his fans and Columbia Records 
want to hear — not the songs he wants to 
sing. 
“ I sing lots of songs that are familiar 
to people,” he said in an interview. “I 
say to myself, ‘OK, sing these songs — 
but that doesn’t mean you think they are 
the best songs you can sing.’ So I grit my 
teeth and do it.” 
The 40-year-old millionaire bachelor, 
among the all-time best-selling record 
artists, said he is pretty much restricted 
to singing his old hits in concerts and 
other artists’ current hits on records. 
Mathis holds the unchallenged record 
of 
having 
one 
album, 
‘‘Johnny’s 
Greatest Hits,” on Billboard’s best­ 
selling charts for nine and a half years. 
He has been charted as second on the list 
of the most successful American record- 
sellers from 1945 on, preceded only by 
Frank Sinatra — who has been recording 
about 13 years longer than Mathis. 
Mathis sits in his 17th-floor, glass- 
walled office in Hollywood’s Sunset and 
Vine Towers wearing a sweater, Levi’s 
and tennis shoes, and reflects on what 
has come to be known as the “ Mathis 
mystique.” 


“What I’d really like is to sing some 
original material — some songs that 
were written for me," he said. 
Mathis has recorded only one album of 
original material, “I’m Coming Home,” 
with producer, arranger and composer 
Thom Bell, known for his association 
with the Philadelphia Sound. 
That 
album, 
with 
its 
disco-style 
number, “Life is a Song Worth Singing,” 
brought Mathis extensive air play on 
black radio stations and in discos across 
the country for the first time in years. 
M athis 
speaks 
fondly 
of 
that 
collaboration and says he hopes to do 
another album with Bell and his partner, 
Linda Creed. 
“I loved that album,” he said. “It 
didn’t require as much singing, so 
vocally it was easy to do. 
“The way he (Bell) wanted it was 
smooth and thoughtful. 
“I thought the music on that album 
was some of the best I have had to do in 
many years.” 
Mathis said he takes songs he likes, 
rehearses them and tries to sing them: 
“ If you can sing them, fine. 
“ But the hardest thing is to take one 
you love dearly and no matter what you 
do it sounds terrible, so you just can’t 
sing it. That’s difficult and deflating.” 


Most rewarding, he said, is to find a 
song that seems moderately interesting 
and sing it and find it’s something more 
than he dreamed it would be — dynamic 
and exciting. 
“ People hear it and they think of you. ” 
Despite being restricted to the same 
songs by Columbia Records and his fans, 
Mathis 
still 
manages 
to 
bring 
a 
freshness to them in each live per­ 
formance. 
“ I feel differently about every show,” 
he said. “I have different thoughts in 
mind.” 
Certain things in his performances 
happen naturally, Mathis said, but at 
times he becomes more thoughtful, 
more meticulous. 
“I have to make sure I don’t break the 
spell in the transition between songs,” 
he said. 


Throughout the year Mathis does a 
series of concerts across the United 
States and in Europe, South America 
and the Far East, sometimes doing two 
shows a night. 


“ I get tired of singing the same songs, 
but 1 do because the fans want them, and 
I think I can bring enough freshness to 
them to warrant doing them again,” he 
sa id, 


Barbara Walters: 


The million-dollar shock wave Is far from over In TVland

NEW YORK — Instead of abating, the shock 
waves roil on in the wake of Barbara Walters 
being lured from NBC to ABC News for that 
magic figure — $1 million a year for five years. 
At the recent meeting of ABC affiliates, speaking 
to representatives from' the network’s stations 
across the country. Barbara suggested that the 
nightly newscasts be expanded to 45 minutes or, 
perhaps, an hour 


To this. Jim Duffy, the president of ABC-TV, 
replied that her request had created “ too much 
emotionalism ” Translated: 


The network's owned and operated stations 
could lose revenue — somewhere in the neigh­ 
borhood of $750.0(8» a year — if the news were 
expanded, thereby cutting into local ad spots. 


Since affixing her signature to an ABC con­ 
tract. Miss Waiters has given no interviews. But 
she did conduct her own interview for the 
representatives of ABC’s 185 affiliated stations 
As everyone knows, she is very skilled in the art 
of the interview — and in this one. she in­ 
terviewed herself, as follows: 
Q “ I understand you were interested in going 


to ABC because you're having an affair with 
someone in Washington and you wanted to be 
near him .” 


A "I never discuss personal m atters so I won't 
discuss th at.” (The tone here implied that the 
rum or was absurd.) 


Q. “ How do you feel about all the publicity 
you’ve been receiving?” 


A “ I certainly didn’t expect it. There were 
front page stories in The New York Times and 
Washington Post, stories in the Manchester 
Guardian, in German papers, Taiwan, even 
Brazil. I'm a private person and it’s hard to get 
used to papers ...going back to old yearbooks and 
talking to old friends for stories. It’s hard to get 
used to having photographers waiting for you 
everywhere you go.” 


Q. “ What caused it?” 


A. “ 1 think what excited the public was 
someone moving from safety and security at 
NBC to a new challenge. None of this would have 
happened if I had stayed at NBC. even with the 
same money. Also being the first anchor woman 
had something to do with it. 
“ And the money. Had It been $800,000 or even 


$999,990, there might not have been the same 
reaction... I'm waiting for the newsmen who said 
the idea of a million dollars made them sick to 
their stomach (W alter Cronkite had used the 
word, ‘nausea’ in that regard) to react when 
their contracts come up for renewal. Are they 
going to say, ‘No. 1 don’t want a raise?* 
"There's also the feeling that a news person 
should be too pure to think about money. No one 
really comments on Johnny Carson earning $3 
million a year. I never insisted on this kind of 
money, but I certainly wasn't going to turn it 
down...In the final analysis, 1 think the publicity 
will be very good, will prove to be very positive. 
People will watch because of the publicity, so 
now it becomes a question of doing a good job. 
“ I will work hard and try harder than I've ever 
done in my life.” 


Q. “ Do you think you’re worth a million 
dollars?" 
A. “ Not now, no, but by the end of a year I hope 
la m and that you will think la m .” 
Q. “ Why did you decide to move to ABC?” 
A. “ I liked the money, although NBC’s offer 
was the same. 1 wanted to do1 specials. I wanted1 
the challenge and the opportunity to be part of a 
news team. I also feel ABC is the network of the 


future and I wanted to he part of the future. 
There's a special feeling of vitality and growth 
here.” 
Q. “ Do you think people will accept a woman 
as an anchor person on a network new scast?” 
A. “ If. as the surveys show, 63 per cent of the 
people today would accept a woman president. I 
would hope at least that many would accept a 
female news anchor." 


Q. “ Are you in favor of expanding the network 
news to 45 minutes or an hour?” 


A " It’s inevitable. It’s not a question of if but 
when In one or two years, all three networks will 
do an hour’s news and all three will have women 
anchor persons. I think it’s important that ABC 
be first in this move, not second or third” 
Q. “ How did you feel about Harry Reasoner’s 
comments about you when It was announced?” 
A. “ I can understand how he felt. It must have 
been difficult to accept and understand. 
“ Harry wasn’t sure he could work with 
another person and was honest to say he would 
have to think a'bout it. It was an honest and 
reasonable reaction, ..and as for the credits on 
the show, I agree with Harry that they should be 
done in alphabetical order — by first name ”

An integration success story-best education for all 


D elta

Can a black child's world and 
a white child’s world be brought 
together? The answer is “ Yes” 
for one huge county in Florida. 
In 
Hillsborough County (the 
Tampa are a ), the meeting place 
is 
the 
schoolhouse 
and 
the 
vehicle is the yellow school bus. 
The 
Hillsborough 
County 
school district has been iden­ 
tified as the most, successfully 
d e se g re g a ted 
m etro p o litan 
district in the United States. 
The Hillsborough story had its 
beginnings 
in 
1971, 
when 
a 
federal judge ordered complete 
integration 
of 
the 
county's 
schools. Guidelines set down the 
following white-to black ratios: 
86 per cent to 14 per cent for 
senior high schools, 80 per cent 
to 20 per cent for junior high 
schools, 79 to 21 per cent for 
elem en tary 
schools. 
These 
figures 
reflected 
the 
actual 
white-black student population 
in the county at each level. The 
task 
was huge. Hillsborough 
enrolled 101,300 students, one- 
fifth of them black. The area 
itself is about the size of Rhode 
Island and contains 130 school 
buildings 
served 
by 
10,000 
employes. 
The main method used in 
desegregating the elementary 
schools was a device known as 
“ clustering.” Under this plan, 
activities of neighboring all- 
black and all-white schools were 
brought together, as were their 
faculties, 
student 
clubs 
and 
athletic team s. 
Students have a special role of 
their 
own 
in 
Hillsborough’s 
desegregation. Under a school 
board rule, all students who held 
offices, were cheerleaders or 
m em bers of any organization or 
team retained these positions in 
the schools to which they were 
transferred. For example, class 
presidents in formerly all-black 
and formerly all-white schools 
became co-presidents at the new 
school. Every high school and 
junior high school has a student 
advisory committee of 12 black 
and 12 white students. These 
students 
work 
with 
faculty 
m em bers 
to 
m oderate 
any 
problem s 
that 
might 
arise 
between blacks and whites. The 
board also supports and en­ 
courages — by providing extra 
bus transportation — interracial 
sports 
and 
club 
activities. 
Student leaders are regarded as 
people most likely to develop 
interracial friendships.
